Oct. 1 (/P)— Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt’s request for a 
period of industrial peace receiv­ 
ed a favorable but non-committal 
response from labor tonight and 
from capital

proclamation. 


The American Manufacturers' 
association 
urged 
t h e 
latter 
course, with a proviso that dur­ 
ing the armistice period present 
employment conditions continue 
iinchanged. 
It 
challenged 
the 
A.merican Federation of l^bor to 
loin in backing such action. 


William Green, president of the 
federation, 
promptly 
denounced 
‘.he challengo as a “subterfuge.” 
In San Francisco, where the fed­ 
eration ia holding its annual con- 
k'ention, he asserted: 


“ Let them first publicly an­ 
nounce they will obey the de­ 
cisions of constituted authorities 
aa the president suggested last 
night. 
They can issue no chal­ 
lenge to labor— they can make 
no protests— until they have first 
agreed publicly to abide by the 
decision of these constituted au­ 
thorities."

Jr., 
infant son of Col. Charles Lind­ 
bergh. 


Dennis could not he reached im­ 
mediately for a statement hut the 
local office of the federal bureau 
of investigation said he would be 
questioned as soon a.s he was lo­ 
cated.

The erstwhile Midas of the mid- 
dlewest will become the central 
figure in a widely heralded court­ 
room drama when he takes his 
place at a huge table with direc­ 
tors of one of his 85 companies 
to 
answering charges of bilking 
investors of $143,000,000 through 
the sale of flimsy securities. 


Preliminaries to the trial pro­ 
ceeded rapidly today. 
Sixty-six 
prospective jurors will report at 
9:30 o’clock tomorrow to federal 
Judfie Jamea H. Wilker.son, case 
26000 will be‘ Called and lawyers 
will begin selecting a jury. 


Insull. 74, and shorn 
of 
his 
power, was in seclusion tonight. 


“ He’s up to his neck in work.” 
said hl8 son, Samuel Jr., “and he 
doesn’t wish to see anyone. 
He 
wants to keep his mind on the 
case and nothing else.” 


Accept No Excusos 


Farmers, merchants and sales­ 
men, gathe lid from 18 northeni 
niinois counties 
for

Wilkerson today. 
Only 13 were 
excused. 


“Business excuses are not going 
to be accepted,” Judge Wilkerson 
warned. To assure a good supply 
of veniremen for the biggest fi­ 
nancial trial In the middle west’s 
history, the judge ordered a sec­ 
ond panel of 60.

indictment accuse them of selling 
worthless stock in the Corpora­ 
tion Securities Company of Chica­ 
go, using the mails as a medium.

Standing alone in the center of 
a stage at the commerce depart­ 
ment, the former cavalry officer, 
stocky 
and 
bronzed, 
told 
hi.s 
hushed audience that he was re­ 
signing as recovery administra­ 
tor to still a running fire of crit­ 
icism that was threatening to re­ 
tard and paralyze NRA. 


“Very often.” 
he 
said, 
“the 
crucifixion of a man means more 
to the thing he Is trying to do 
than all his living efforts.” 


His whole i)hilo.sophy. he add­ 
ed, could be expressedi in these 
words: 


“To die with honor when you 
can no longer live with honor.”

Two thousand workers, paekin^i 
every available seat and standing 
in the 
aisles, 
heard 
Johnson’s 
valedictory in which 
he 
called 
NRA “as great a social advancc 
as has ever occurred,” he declar­ 
ed he wanted no sympathy for 
the “dead cats” hurled a t him. 
asserted 
that the principles of 
NRA were “ right” said reorgan­ 
ization was a necessary step and 
praised the 
loyalty 
of 
his 
co­ 
workers. 


To a man the audience aro.st- 
and applauded the retiring ad­ 
ministrator when he entered the 
auditorium. 
Again at the con­ 
clusion they gave him a standing 
five minute ovation. 
Many were 
visibly affected by the emotion 
that 
touched 
their 
departing 
leader. 


Johnson himself could not fin­ 
ish his address, 


“Now it is the time to go— " 
His voice broke. 
Tears welled 
to his eyes. 
For several mo­ 
ments the man known as “ Crack- 
Down John.son,” the hard-driving, 
fiery former army general strove 
for composure. 


It was no use. 
Waving a hand 
as if in benediction, he said simp­ 
ly: 


“God bless you.” 
Johnson plans to spend most 
of his time until October 15, pre­ 
paring final records for President 
Roosevelt and the five man board 
that succeeds him as administra­ 
tor. 
After that he probably will 
take a month’s vacation before 
entering private business. 


RAILROADS ASK 
RATEjNCREASE 


More Income Needed to 
Keep Pace With Ris­ 
ing Costs 


Washington, Oct. 1 (;P)^Organ- 
Ized and determined moves to get 
more money tor airmail and freight 
carriers brought tales of w'oe and 
purely legal arguments today be­ 
fore the interstate commerce com- 
mlHHlon. 


There were two separate hear­ 
ings. 
In the one on the railroads’ 
application 
for 
$170,000,000 
in 
freight rate increases, commission­ 
ers were told that higher operating 
costs., neceKfiitated th'» rf^lse« 
airmail hearing, another group of 
commissioners heard postolWce de­ 
partment representatives argue that 
(he ICC had no authority to change 
present contract rates. 


R. V. Fletcher, general counsel 
of the Association of Railway Ex­ 
ecutives. which is 
handling 
the 
railroads’ case, started things with 
the assertion that carriers “simply 
seek to be classified with industry 
generally and bo permitted to ad­ 
vance the price of what they have 
to sell when costs which they can­ 
not control makes such a ‘course 
imperative.” 


Wage increases and added costs 
for materials and supplies baile fair 
to increase railroad operating costs 
nearly $300.000.000 a year, he said, 
althougli many carriers were un­ 
able to earn their 
interest 
and 
rental charges. 


He was backed up in this state­ 
ment by Dr. Julius 1!. Parniiiloe, 
dire(;lor of the bureau of railway 
economics, who said G7.1 per cent 
of the 250,000 miles of railroad in 
the country operated at a loss from 
January 1 to August 1 this year 
with an aggregate deficit of $99,- 
000.000.

ready amassed. 


The further questioning of per­ 
sons. mostly friends 
of 
Haupt­ 
mann who voluntarily came to the 
court house, was termed “ unim­ 
portant” by Foley. 


The district attorney emphati­ 
cally stated the trial would pro­ 
ceed without the further indict­ 
ment of anyone as “John Doe” or 
“ Jane Doe”— an 
indication 
that 
Foley considers it unnecessary to 
implicate anyone else in the pay­ 
ment by Dr. John Condon, inter­ 
mediary, of the $.^0,000 ransom 
at .St. Raymond’s cemetery in the 
Bronx.

San Francisco, Oct. 1 (/p)— A 
challenge by organized employer.^

inspired by 
President Roosevelt’s call for a 
“trial period of industrial peace,” 
was brushed aside as “subterfuge” 
by American Federation of Labor 
officials here tonight. 


Acting 
as 
the federation was 
opening 
its 
annual 
convention 
here, the National Manufacturers’ 
association urged the president to 
proclaim a truce period “in which 
neither group (employers and em- 
ployes), or the government, will 
attempt to change existing rela­ 
tionships by force.” . 


The manufacturers challeneged

P o t a t o Growers Plan 
Stephenson Show 
Oct. 23-25 


Arrangements have been made 
through the directors of the Lake 
Superior Potato Growers Associa­ 
tion whereby that organization Is 
sponsoring the premiums for 
a 
class of rutabagas to be judged 
In connection with the U. P. P o ­ 
tato, Hay and Grain Show, to be 
held In Stephenson October 
23, 
24 and 2B. 
These prizes will be 
in keeping with those offered for 
the various classes of potatoes. 
T h e Lake Superior Potato Grow­ 
ers Association has been active In 
promoting the ru tab aga crop of 
th e Upper Peninsula during 
the 
past three years. 
They have been 
»supplying the best 
quality 
seed 
and have marketed the crop 
to 
good advantage. 


The standard rutabaga exhibit 
consists of six specimens. 
They 
should be between four and six 
inches in diameter, which is 
the 
regular size for shipping. 
How­ 
ever, the exhibitor will want 
to 
have his sample 
uniform 
and 
therefore all six in the 
sample 


should be one size. 
In addition, 
all show sample rutabagas should 
be perfectly smooth an d free of 
all growth cracks, or surface ir­ 
regularities, and no injury from 
grubs or 
maggots 
should 
be 
showing. 
Rutabagas for exhibit 
as well as for m arket should not 
be exposed to the sun because this 
bleaches 
out 
the 
purple 
top 
known to the trade as “ bloom” . 
The top, tap root and side roots 
should be trimmed off and 
the 
sample carefully 
brushed 
and 
wrapped In soft paper before it is 
brought to the show. 
This same 
care applies to samples of pota­ 
toes. 
Neither should be washed.
